It comes, according to the New York "Times," from recent history, as revealed 
to the Rockefeller Commission's investigation of CIA activities. 


The story, of course, isn't really new. Columnist Jack Anderson 
had it as far back as 1967. What is new is that the Eockefeller panel has 
learned of documents in the Justice Department files that nail down the story. 


The tale isn't all that uniquely bizarre, either. It's just one in 
a series of recently exposed cloak-and-dagger escapades which seem to prove that if 
the authors of spy novels possessed any genuine imagination they'd be 
doing the real thing for the government. 


Or maybe it all proves just the opposite, that some CIA 
people would have been better advised to take up fiction.
